W E STILL believe it—when¬ 
ever we’re sane, we do;

The Bible statement like a 
text for Emerson's sermon on 
Compensation. Hear Emerson: 
"Our strength grows out of our 
weakness.

at, awakens the indignation which 
arms itself with secret forces.” 
Or, "God,” says Emerson, "re¬ 
appears with all his parts in every 
moss and cobweb.” You’ll find 
the statement somewhere in Acts, 
how the Jews were made great— 
during their stay in Egypt. 

D AYS of pain, of depression, 
of disappointment. Days 
when we’re like the charac¬ 
ter in Moore’s old poem, Lalla 
Rookh, "beholding heaven and 
feeling hell.” Feeling like Satan 
himself in Paradise Lost: "Myself 
am hell!” Unable to escape it by 
any change of place ... As a 
child we used to look at that pic¬ 
ture of Satan in a gilt-edge copy 
of Milton’s book—a drawing by 
Dore (with an accent on the fi¬ 
nal e ): Satan seated on a rock, 
high on the mountainside, all 
alone. The memory went with us 
as we climbed into the solitude 
of our own mountains the other 
day. 

Alone each heart must cover 
up its dead; 

Alone, through bitter toil, 
achieve its rest. 

B AYARD TAYLOR’S lines. But 
a reflection that Adam must 
have felt when he was dig¬ 
ging that earliest grave; and 
Eve, alone in her cave with 
Abel’s discarded playthings. But 
a reflection of our own that 
came pulsing softly in upon us 
with a returning sanity was that 
all this pain, grief, rebellion, and 
despair—all these were probably 
old before Adam even. Old as 
Creation. Old as God—Who "re- 
apnears in all his parts in every 
moss . . ” Lucid now, we seemed 
to see it. There would hare been 
—nor could have been—no Crea¬ 
tion without these things that 
now distress us. Pangs this old 
Earth must have felt when cast 
out of its solar Eden; pangs the 
babies of the Earth repeat when 
born. Here the Earth went hu¬ 
man. We heard her whisper: 
“Pangs which In every case the 
Mother-Creator also shares." 

M ORE whispers from the 
Earth. More than can be 
told. Recalling sweet Chau¬ 
cer’s, “Nature, the vicar of the 
almightie Lord;” Shelley’s "See 
the mountains kiss high heaven, 
And the waves clasp one an¬ 
other.” But what the Earth was 
saying told how, time and again, ' 
ever since mountains had been 
cast up from the sea—and off 
and on down through the eons 
when the green earth had been 
shaken like a rug—what shrieks! 
what protests! Then, when man 
appeared. Had the Lord then 
folded his hands in sleep? That 
would have been a withdrawal of 
the Word. The Word by which all 
things were and continued to be. 
The Word which was revealed to 
man as an eternity of Creation 
through an Eternity of Crucifix¬ 
ion. We sat there looking out 
over the San Gabriel Valley. So 
seraphic! It also spoke: “And 
of Faith, Hope, Love." 

r E Valley was right. This 
world wasn’t all pain. Heav¬ 
en also was here. It must 
have required wide, wide passages 
of human happiness to have cre¬ 
ated all those legends of Hope, 
of Peace Everlasting, of a God of 
Love. All this in a world where 
roses still have thorns, where 
Cain still murders Abel. And com¬ 
ing down from the mountain we 
took down one of those books 
Dean Bode gave us—when he was 
moving to Pasadena: Charles 
Kingsley’s beautifully written lit¬ 
tle book— everything h e ever 
wrote was beautifully written— 
about "the Hermits.” 

H OW there’d been Hermits al¬ 
ways—holy men who, when 
they felt that the world was 
getting so rotten that soon it 
would have to be destroyed, went

r IE world today, more so 
than ever before'in its his¬ 
tory, has become the victim 
of many "isms.” And the chief 
ism of them all, the one from 
which all others derive their 
origin, is atheism. 

Atheism is on the march! And 
it is to that fact the world owes 
most, if not all, its turbulence, 
its unrest, its bewilderment, its 
sorrow and its despair. For 
neither nations, nor peoples, nor 
individuals can realize the full¬ 
ness of their power or their op¬ 
portunities without God. Notwith¬ 
standing all arguments to the 
contrary, GOD IS, and to be with¬ 
out God is to be without hope in 
the world. All the experience of 
history proves conclusievely that 
He does take care of nations and 
peoples and individuals who 
acknowledge Him. And no one who 
makes God hia life partner will 
ever come to want. 

Formerly atheism was only a 
quiet unbelief, but today it has 
come out in the open, and has be¬ 
come militant. Atheism has found 
a successful means for waging 
effective war against God, by 
teaming itself up with the forces 
of so-called social progress. And 
the modem social progress advo¬ 
cates assure us that the idea of 
God Is the chief obstacle to true 
social advancement. 

That is a fallacious doctrine. 
That it is also designedly false 
and an invention of his satanic 
majesty is amply proven by the 
social progress attained in the 
centuries past, and based upon 
the belief in the saving revela 
tion of God in human life. 

The real purpose behind all the 
modem isms, including atheism, 
to which people subscribe so 
readily ,is to take away from 
those who have and give to those 
who have not. It doesn’t stagger 
the reformer a bit to point out 
that those who have, probably 
earned all they have by great 
effort, by foresight, by intelligent 
planning, by effective service, 
and while earning contributed 
much to the social welfare of 
their fellow-men. No. He must 
be dispossed. And what he has. 
given to him who has not. Nor 
does the reformer recognize that 
he would thus confer the posses¬ 
sions on a class less competent 
and also less worthy. 

We are told that God is on the 
side of the possessing classes, and 
if we are to dispossess the 
"haves,” we must get God out 
of the way. Therefore the justi¬ 
fication for the atheistic doctrine. 

But there is a better way, a 
surer way—"Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his 
righteuosness, and all these things 
will be added unto you.” 

"That is not an empty promise. 
Millions of men and women in all 
ages have proven its worth and 
its practical workability. 

Modem humanity has grown so 
wise, so practical, so sophisti¬ 
cated, that the ancient doctrines 
are out-moded and new ideas ad¬ 
vanced to meet changed condi¬ 
tions. But do conditions change? 
Are the new ideas better or more 
workable ? We doubt ft. The Ro¬ 
mans chanted at the trial of 
Jesus— "We have no God but 
Caesar.” What happened to them? 

The Russians sing, “We have 
no God but Lenine.” Look at 
them! 

The Germans hell, "We have no 
God but Hitler.” Who wants to 
be a German? 

The Japanese shout the praises 
of and die for the “Son of 
Heaven," yet all outside the 
soldier and capitalistic class are 
steeped in the most abject pov¬ 
erty. And no Italian dares to put 
God or anything else above Muso- 
linl. 

Marxism, Leninism, Commu¬ 
nism, Socialism, Nazism, Facism, 
much of New Daelism, which bor¬ 
rowed from all the others— all 
are basically Atheistic, in rebel¬ 
lion against God, Antagonistic to 
the rights and liberties of men. 
And wherever their ideas have 
prevailed the material and spirit¬ 
ual welfare of men has suffered 
incalculable loss. 

The "isms" applied to society 
and to government mean tyranny, 
oporession, despotism, and the 
citizen becomes the slave of the 
state. We can only have democ¬ 
racy, recognition of and respect 
for the rights of the individual, 
personal freedom and civil lib¬ 
erty in a Christian state. 

And God will not be eliminated 
by denial. He still IS. And will 
In His own time, take all power 
unto Himself.

O VER a million and a quarter 
people attended the Los An¬ 
geles county and the Cali¬ 
fornia State fairs this year. The 
actual attendance was, State at 
Sacramento, 637,682; Los Angeles 
County Fair, 660,797; total, 1,- 
298,479. New all time records 
were established at both fairs and 
both greatly exceeded their pre¬ 
vious beauty and usefulness. 

It sounds like a fairy tale, but 
the enrollment in the University 
of California on all its campuses 
so far this year is already 25,- 
639, an increase of ten per cent 
over last year when the enroll¬ 
ment was 23,218. Late regis¬ 
trants are expected to bring the 
figure to 25,750. 

For three months this summer 
there was an average of 25,000 
campers and hotel visitors in 
Yosemite National Park though 
attendance for the year fell off 
seven per cent due to the March 
storm. The normal average over 
nine months is 12,000—with a 
June, July and August peak. Re¬ 
location of camping areas Is 
being considered so as to pre¬ 
serve as largely as possible the 
primitive atmosphere of the val¬ 
ley floor. 

Post office officials are con¬ 
sidering issuing new one, two and 
three cent stamps. They think 
the solid green, red and purple 
colors are unattractive. Shortly, 
these stamps may be issued in 
bicolors. 

Fires in America last year 
licked up some $250,000,000 worth 
of property. Proper observance of 
Fire Prevention Week, October 9 
to 15, means eliminating fire haz¬ 
ards.
